decide millages, 
council seats

The polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 
8 p.m. on Tuesday, Nov. 3, throughout 
the state of Michigan as voters make their 
decisions. 

In Belleville, voters will fill two council 
seats and the mayor’s position. The two 
polls for the city are both at the Father 
Folta Building of St. Anthony Catholic 
Church, 409 W. Columbia. 

In Van Buren Township, voters will 
consider 6.5 mills for Public Safety for 
seven years to replace the current 4.0 mill 
levy that will expire Dec. 31, 2016. 

The 6.5 mills is expected to raise 
$6,478,215 when it is first levied on Dec. 1, 
2017. The $6 million will go to the public 
safety department (the current 4 mills plus 
the new 2 mills), so the township will no 
longer have to pay that $2 million from 
the general fund for public safety. About 
$436,000 of the $6,478,215 will be captured 
by the VBT Downtown Development 
Authority. 

Throughout the tri-community and in 
poll locations in Canton and Ypsilanti 
townships, voters will consider a 0.5 mill 
Van Buren Public Schools Sinking Fund 
levy for seven years to replace the current 
1.13 mills that expires this year. 

The 0.5 mill is expected to raise $753,255 
from local taxes in the 2016 calendar year 
to be used “for construction or repair of 
school buildings and the improvement 
and development of sites and for any other 
purpose which may be authorized by law. 

The Van Buren Township DDA may 
capture part of that tax, as well. 

In 2014 the VBT DDA captured $351,872 
real (18 mills) and personal (6 mills) of 
school operational funds and $291,009 of 
VBT public safety funds (4 mills). 
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The sign draped over the Welcome to Belleville sign at the entry to the city by the Belleville Bridge proclaims the city is Booville for 
the month of October. The Booville fun ends this week. On Friday, the city of Booville hosts trick or treating downtown, 5-7 p.m., with 
a costume contest on the Fourth Street Square at 6 p.m. From 5 to 7 p.m. on Saturday, the real Halloween, Sumpter Township holds its 
Trunk or Treating event for children at the fire hall at Sumpter and Kozma roads. At 7 p.m. they will hold the costume contest. 


VBT meets with Army Corps of 
Engineers on proposal for landfill

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers is 
considering US Ecology hazardous waste 
landfill in Van Buren Township for a 
Superfund Cleanup disposal site. 

At the regular meeting of the VBT 
Environmental Commission on Oct. 21, 
Township Trustee Jeff Jahr asked for a 
report on the meeting he attended. 

Matthew Best, Deputy Director of 
Planning and Economic Development, said 
the township was contacted by US Ecology 
to meet with the Army Corps of Engineers. 
It was 24-hours notice, he said. 

The corps brought its physical health 
experts and wanted to know if the township 
was happy with US Ecology. 

Best said VBT has a landfill which is able 
to take some “technologically enhanced, 
naturally occurring radioactive materials” 
-- TENORM waste. US Ecology is being 
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assessed for taking the waste. The corps 
wants to set up other locations to take 
Superfund waste so it doesn’t have to 
transport it cross-country for disposal. 

He said the Army Corps does all the 
Superfund clean ups and is looking at 
bringing in mostly contaminated soils. Best 
said it would be the same kind of waste 
the landfill gets now, only from a different 
location. 

Best said US Ecology would get under 50 
picocuries of radioactive waste. 

“Dr. Wilson grilled them at some length 
and was satisfied,’ said Trustee Jahr, 
referring to Environmental Commission 
member David Wilson, a retired chemistry 
professor. 

“Radium decays to produce radon and 
as a gas it migrates,’ Dr. Wilson said 
of his chief concern, explaining this is 
started by the degeneration of fermentable 
substances. 

Dr. Wilson said they told him they will 
bury it 10 feet or more below the surface 
and they are not burying fermentable 
substances with it so no gas is generated. 

“They were talking a different language,”

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VBT budget: How 
about getting a new 
K-9 officer?

Getting a new police dog was one of 
the items discussed at last Thursday and 
Friday’s daylong budget sessions for the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees. 

They were considering amendments to 
the 2015 budget and the new 2016 budget, 
which has to be approved by Dec. 31. 

When Public Safety Director Greg 
Laurain talked about the uses for the 
forfeiture funds, he said they want to get a 
canine officer. 

Director Laurain said the last time his 
department had a K-9 officer was in 2011 
when it got sick and passed away. He said 
they had funds for it but didn’t have an 
officer for that. 

He said it is a good tool for a police 
officer on the street and now VBT has to 
call Canton or Romulus PD to use a dog. 

Laurain said there was a shooting at 
Pine Creek a couple of nights earlier and 
his department had to get a dog to search 
for the shooter. The suspect got away by 
running through Laurain’s backyard. 

And there was another recent chase after 
a traffic crash of a person who stole from 
Meijer and bailed out in the Belleville 
Road/Van Born Road area. Canton Police 
came out with its dog, but the suspect 
escaped in the woods. 

“I want to get dogs back in our schools to 
socialize with the students and to do drug 
sniffs,” Laurain said, adding School Supt. 
Michael Van Tassel supports drug sniffs. 

VBT Deputy Director/Police Jason 
Wright had been a dog handler for Wayne 
PD for five years. 

“We’ve got to have an officer who wants 
to do police work,” Wright said. “To be 
proactive, not just driving around showing 
off his dog.” 

He said he was trained by the Schoenbachs 
in the 1990s. Wright said there is a lot more 
officer safety when there is a dog on the 
scene. 

“If we use forfeiture funds to get it up and 
running, it could possibly support itself,” 
Wright said. 

He said they would have to post the 
position, do interviews, buy and import the 
dog for $7,000, pay $3,500 for the initial 
training and preparation of the dog, and 
then $3,500 per year for retraining. He said 
the vet bill for the first year is $1,000 and 
then about $500 per year thereafter, and 
then there is the food bill. 

Wright said the township won’t get rich 
having a dog, but it might fund itself. 

Trustee Brenda McClanahan, a retired 
Detroit Police officer, asked if he would be

Court Watching: 


Chapman DNA case adjourned until Nov. 9 before Oakley

34" District Court Judge Brian A. Oakley 
adjourned the misdemeanor DNA case 
of James Forrest Chapman until 11 a.m., 
Monday, Nov. 9. 

After Chapman’s attorney John Day asked 
34" District Court Judge David Parrott to 
recuse himself because he was prejudiced, 
Judge Parrott said he wasn’t and refused to 
recuse himself. 

Day appealed Judge Parrott’s decision to 
34" District Court Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green and Judge Green moved the case to 
Judge Oakley’s courtroom and set a date of 
Oct. 21. She said Parrott did nothing wrong 
but she wanted to diffuse the situation that 
was gaining steam. 

But on Oct. 21, Chapman’s case was not 
on Judge Oakley’s docket and he said he 
didn’t know about it until he was half way 
through that morning’s cases. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Doug 
Dwyer said he just found out about it and he 
asked for a short adjournment so he could 
study the new state law on requiring those 
arrested to give DNA samples. 

“They have known about this for weeks,” 
said Day, noting Prosecutor Dwyer said he 
needed to study that law the first time the 
case came before the court. 

“This is the third time the matter has been 
before the court,” Day said. “The statute 
says what it says.” 

Day and Dwyer went up to talk privately 
with Judge Oakley after the session and 
Judge Oakley could be heard saying to 
them, “As long as you and the prosecutor 
are on the same page.” 

Defendant Chapman was arrested on a 
felony charge of stalking and that case is 


heading for a December jury trial. When 
Chapman refused to give a DNA sample, he 
was also charged with the misdemeanor. 

Day said he has a motion to dismiss the 
DNA charge against his client which he 
will present next time he is in front of Judge 
Oakley. 

It is believed that Chapman may be the 
first person in the state to challenge the 
DNA law. 

Savannah Alisan-Paige Haley 
Savannah Alisan-Paige Haley, 20, waived 
her preliminary exam before Judge Oakley 
and was bound over to circuit court for a 
Nov. 4 arraignment on the information. 

She has been charged with fleeing Van 
Buren Township police in a vehicle — 
third degree on Oct. 9. She was out on 
$5,000/10% bond. Officer in charge is 
Det. Donovan McCarthy. Court appointed 
attorney was Dave Lankford. 

Leo Louis LaBean, III 

Leo Louis LaBean, III, 39, was present 
but did not appear for his probable cause 
conference before Judge Oakley. His 
preliminary exam is set for Oct. 28. 

LaBean is charged with home invasion 1“ 
degree; weapons — firearms — discharging at 
or in a residence; assault with a dangerous 
weapon; weapons felony firearm, and 
domestic violence all on Oct. 7 in Sumpter 
Township. 

His retained attorney is Keith Kecskes. 
LaBean posted his $50,000/10% bond. Sgt. 
Jim Cayce is the officer in charge. 

Zackary Lynn Middleton 

The probable cause conference for Zackary 
Lynn Middleton, 21, was adjourned until 9 
a.m. Dec. 2, at the request of his attorney. 
He is out on $7,500/10% bond. 

He is charged with operating while 


intoxicated — 3rd, fleeing in a vehicle, 
and driving while license suspended. This 
happened in Sumpter Township on Oct. 

8 and Officer Steffani is the officer in 
charge. 

Deborah Jean Morgan 

Deborah Jean Morgan, 63, waived her 
preliminary exam and was bound over to 
circuit court on a charge of operating with a 
high blood alcohol content on April 12,2014 
in the city of Belleville. Her arraignment 
on the information is set for Nov. 4 at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice. 

Her retained attorney is Carl Barone. 
Belleville Officer Kendra Rose is the officer 
in charge. 

Dalton James Yarbrough 

Dalton James Yarbrough, 21, is set for his 
preliminary exam on Oct. 28. He is charged 
with fleeing police in a vehicle and retail 
fraud in Van Buren Township on Oct. 6. 
Van Buren Det. Donovan McCarthy is the 
officer in charge. 

He was out on $5,000 personal 
recognizance bond. Court appointed 
attorney is David Lankford. 

Court records show Yarbrough also has a 
warrant out for an Oct. 15 armed robbery in 
Wyandotte.

VBT DDA moves 
on rights of way 
for Belleville Road 


At Tuesday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Downtown Development 
Authority a motion was passed unanimously 
to move forward with a $262,000 plan 
to work on getting 29 rights of way on 
Belleville Road between Tyler and Ecorse 
roads. 

This would allow 27 feet right of way on 
each side of Belleville Road, making way 
for a five-lane highway. 

Paul Sanders of Commonwealth Land, 
who will be doing the acquisitions for the 
DDA, said he understands VBT DDA wants 
to use the right of way as “matching funds” 
when the county widens Belleville Road. 

Sanders was at Tuesday’s DDA meeting 
and he said since there is no “project” at 
the moment, they will have to go for simple 
acquisitions. They will begin trying to 
acquire rights of way at once. 

With condemnation, you have to have 
“necessity” and whoever loses a court case 
has to pay all the costs, said DDA Director 
Susan Ireland. 

She said it is worth going out and trying 
simple acquisitions. One parcel, however, 
has a house in the right of way. 

She said the other rights of ways the DDA 
gained for sidewalks have not been deeded 
over to Wayne County and she wants the 
DDA to keep them until it’s “beneficial” to 
turn them over. 

“If we get everything taken care of, we 
could be at the front of the line,” Ireland 
said of Wayne County Road plans.

VBT Board considers 
giving itself a raise 


To the Editor: 

Last Thursday I attended the first of the 
two-day preparation for the 2016 budget. 
I tried to FOIA the material prior to the 
meeting but Clerk Leon Wright denied my 
request. So much for transparency! 

Raises for the Supervisor, Treasurer, Clerk 
and Trustees were the first item of business. 
For 25 minutes the board discussed and 
argued the issue. 

According to Clerk Wright, people he 
spoke to said the gap between the directors 
and deputy directors needs to be maintained. 
Adding an increase in wages to the seven 
people on the board is not going to make a 
difference and they need to set an example 
and do the right thing. 

Clerk Wright also explained that all 
township employees will be getting 
contractual raises for the next four years 
starting with 1.5% in 2016, 1.5% in 2017, 
(2) 2.5% increases 2017 and 2018. 

Four Trustees -- Hart, Jahr, McClanahan 
and Miller -- were against the increase with 
Miller being the most vocal. Miller said she 
wanted to be shown one township where a 
board is paid what our township is paid. 

Miller expressed a strong opposition to 
a salary increase saying you don’t keep 
giving pay raises then go out for millages 
saying you need more money. 

Wright said, “We aren’t asking people for 
more money, we’re asking them to make a 
decision.” 

Miller said the people she talked to do not 
want us (the board) to have raises, adding 
that she would be voting “No” on the issue 
if the raises go through. Supervisor Combs 
sarcastically asked Miller why she would 
stay for the rest of the presentations if she 
was going to vote No. 

Trustee Jahr commented that we need to 
do what we can to avoid a fiscal crisis and 
look at this budget very carefully. Adding 
that if we keep kicking the can down the 
road there will be a crisis. 

During the afternoon session, presentations 
were made by the Senior Director and 
Building and Planning Director. Supervisor 
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Combs stayed awake for most of the senior 
presentation but kept dozing off during 
Building and Planning.

whether to put a 4-mill renewal or a 6.5- 
mill question on the ballot and possible 
use of the additional millage. There was 
no mention of using the money for bond 
payments. 

July 21, 2015, 2 p.m. LDFA meeting. 

A LDFA member asked when the Visteon 
Bond shortfall would happen, and Combs 
said “last half of 2018”. Combs said, 
“Document I gave you shows VBT plans 
are to increase the PS Millage by 2.5 mills, 
for a total of 6.5 mills, [a 62.5% increase]. 
The 6.5 mills Public Safety Millage would 
free up 2 million in the General Fund 
monies, and would be earmarked for that” 
[meaning money to pay the Visteon Bond]. 
Then a resident asked about the Public 
Safety 2.5 mills increase and Combs said, 
“If we get the 2.5 mills, that will generate 
approximately 2.4 million and that would 
allow us to put 2 million in a segregated 
fund towards paying the (Visteon) Bond 
Payments.” 

During the July 21,2015,7 p.m.township 
board meeting the Board of Trustees voted 
to place ballot language on the November 
2015 ballot asking voters to approve a 6.5 
mills Public Safety Millage solely for the 
purpose of funding public safety. When I 
questioned Supervisor Combs concerning

her earlier statement that day to the LDFA 
about freeing-up General Fund money to 
fund the Visteon Bonds, she stated that 
she did not say that. In fact she has said 
that more than once in public settings.

Combs said this action 
was not a “bait and switch” and publicly 
tried to discredit me, and impugn my 
integrity by accusing me of making an 
untrue statement about what Combs 
said in other meetings.

One can only be glad that no squatter was 
in the garage so the city would have been 
subject to a law suit. How long is the city 
going to ignore this eyesore and potential 
lawsuit before they get off their behinds 
and clean up this mess? 

City workers drive into the DPW yard every 
day and they are either blind to this mess or 
just don’t care. Where are the city council 
members concerned about being elected, 
but incapable of looking at the obvious 
incompetence of the city to take action 
on an obvious eyesore and liability risk?

Commissioner Haidous said the county 
commission has honored Hart because 
of his commitment to excellence at 
Ford Motor Company and at Van Buren 
Township.

getting a Belgian and Wright immediately 
responded VBT’s new dog would be a 
German shepherd. He said a Belgian is not 
for a first-time handler. 

Laurain said at one time there were four 
dogs at VBT PD, two handled by full-time 
officers and two handled by reserves. 

Wright said the Schoenbachs sold their 
dog training business to Terry Foley who 
now is stationed in Taylor. He offered to set 
up a field trip for the township board to see 
how the training works. Wright said he has 
worked with Foley. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked if it was 
possible to transfer the dog to another 
handler if the first one left VBT and Wright 
said each situation is different. He said the 
dog is township property, but the dog is a 
living creature. 

He said the most important philosophy 
is that the dog is friendly, “except when we 
tell him not to be.” 

Wright said there are officer safety issues, 
and felon issues. 

Laurain said the new Garcia Law requires 
built-in four hours maintenance a day for 
a dog handler. That would mean the dog 
officer would work an eight-hour shift and 
use the four hours left of his regular 12-hour 
shift for dog handling. 

Laurain said there would be no overtime 
and if the handler is not on duty they 
couldn’t call him in. If another department 
called to use the dog, VBT would say, “I’m 
sorry, he’s not available,” Laurain said. 

Wright said there could be exceptions for 
major situations. 

“I don’t want you to think he’s going to 
make $50,000 for the township,” Wright 
said. “My hope is that it funds itself so I 
don’t have to come back and ask you for 
more money.” 

The board did not say anything negative 
against the dog suggestion. 

During the budget sessions, the board heard 
proposals for their departments from every 
department director. After discussion by the 
board, the supervisor prepares a budget and 
brings it back to a public hearing where it 
will be considered by the public and the 
board members. The public hearing on this 
budget will be held at 7 p.m. Nov. 17 

During the budget sessions, much was 
presented, including the following: 

e Some board members were in favor 
of giving themselves a raise of 1.5%, like 
the other township employees are getting. 
Some were vehemently against a raise, 
with Trustee Brenda McClanahan asking 


if they weren’t supposed to be worrying 
about having enough money for the Visteon 
bonds. Trustee Reggie Miller also spoke up 
against a raise; 

e Public Safety Director Laurain: Federal 
forfeiture funds need to be spent down, so 
one of the things he would like to do is 
spend the funds to get new badges for all 
the officers. “The present badges are 35 
years old and some don’t match,” Laurain 
said. “And, the clasps break.” The new 
badges are $100 each and have a lifetime 
guarantee; 

e Deputy Director/Police Wright: “We’re 
trying to be very prudent” in looking at body 
cameras for police officers. “It’s a huge, 
huge cost...We are looking into it very 
carefully.” No request for body cameras; 

e Lt. Charles Bazzy: “There was a 
temporary restraining order against the 
township for the razing of 16629 Haggerty, 
which has been a problem for the township 
since 2005 ... Today the judge ruled in 
the township’s favor” so the house will be 
demolished; 

e DPW Director Jim Taylor, while 
discussing the primary feed water line 
delivering water from Detroit to the city 
of Belleville that goes under the Belleville 
Bridge using VBT’s system to provide the 
water along with a DTE electrical line, “We 
have been told there’s 10 years of life left on 
that bridge. That bridge is crumbling.” He 
said it has to be determined who is going to 
pay for what; 

e Belleville Area Museum Director Katie 
Dallos said the finances are much better since 
Midge Artley’s estate left them $70,000 and 
Sumpter Township gave them $10,000 and 
plans to do it again next year; 

e Cable TV Director Allie McCracken 
asked for $4,200 more in operating supplies. 
She said the drone batteries are $60-$70 
each and one failed and they have five 
left. She also wanted a 33% pay increase 
for her employees and $2,500 for training, 
up from $200 last year. Board members 
said a written policy should be in place for 
use of the drone. “I don’t want the VBT 
drone to cause a crash at the airport,” said 
Trustee Jahr, noting the drone pictures in 
the township hallway show pictures closer 
than the 5 miles allowed to an airport.” She 
said there is no insurance on the drone and 
it will come back when it loses its signal. 
But, at the recent canoe event on the lake it 
was gustier than she thought, the drone used 
more power and, “I almost lost it.” She said 
there is about $4,000 invested in the drone; 

e Senior Services Lynette Jordan asked, 
again, for a full-time senior coordinator 
to help her, since she has no full-time

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workers. She said there is a part-time 
senior coordinator, a part-time senior 
specialist (each 29 hours a week), 100 
active volunteers, and 2,000 members 
of September Days Senior Citizens. She 
raised the membership dues last year to 
raise money for a full-time assistant and the 
revenue went up from $41,000 to $62,000, 
she said. Jordan said she was a full-time 
senior coordinator when Linda Combs 
was senior director. When Combs left in 
2010, Jordan ran the department without 
full-time help. She also asked for a raise. 
When asked about the German citizen who 
works 40 hours a week on a program and 
gets $270 a month from donations, Jordan 
confirmed that he takes a township car 
home for personal use during the week and 
week ends. She said he pays for his own 
fuel. Jordan told the board that VBT has the 
largest aging population in Wayne County, 
according to SEMCOG; 

e Planning and Economic Development 
Director Ron Akers said Menard has its 
final site plan and plans to start building 
in April or May and move in during the 
spring of 2017. Akers told the board he will 
be looking at permit prices since some are 
a little high. His department also will be 
looking at ways to streamline processes so 
it doesn’t take so long for people to do their 
projects; and 

e Heard Alicia McGovern of Edward Jones 
present herself suddenly at the beginning 
of the Friday morning session to offer to 
present a pension plan for employees. She 
was not on the agenda, but was invited 


by Trustee Miller. Clerk Leon Wright 
said the board does not want to be caught 
off guard at a budget session. “We’re not 
going to be caught off guard,” he stated. 
Supervisor Linda Combs said later that she 
eventually wants to go out for bids on all 
the professional services the township uses, 
but that day’s agenda did not include such a

Dave Brownlee who was not available on 
such short notice. 

Besides Best, Wilson, and Jahr, the 
township was represented by Supervisor 
Linda Combs at the meeting. 

The Army Corps of Engineers does all the 
Superfund Cleanups and is responsible for 
the materials even after burial in a landfill, 
Best said. 

He said he talked with Patrick Cullin 
who is in charge of Wayne County Solid 
Waste Management for information on 
TENORM and he said TENORM has been 
in the county for years and it is the same 
yesterday as it is today. 

“There is no new source planned to come 
into the township with TENORM waste 
and he’ll alert us to anything new,” Best 
said. 

He said TENORM is only going to Type 
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1 landfills like US Ecology. 

In other business at the Oct. 21 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Reelected Brownlee as chairman and 
Norm DeBuck as vice chairman for the 
coming year; 

e Discussed the proposed ordinance 
against carcinogenic coal tar sealants and 
agreed to put it on the Nov. 16 work/study 
session of the VBT Board of Trustees for 
discussion and possibly on the agenda of 
the Dec. 8 board meeting for the first of 
two votes. The commission hopes to get 
the ordinance in place before spring when 
people will be sealing their driveways; 

e Discussed the Recycling Road Map, 
a document to inform residents on where 
to take items locally for recycling. They 
discussed whether to consolidate it with 
the Wayne County Guide and how to 
distribute it so everyone will have access 
to the information. It will be on the agenda 
of the Nov. 18 commission meeting; 

e Discussed the new Shoreline Ordinance, 
with Trustee Jahr complaining that the 
township’s consultants keep adding things. 
He said the ordinance was intended for use 
of the shoreline and somebody brought 
in canned words. The ordinance is on its 
way to public meetings and then a public 
hearing before heading to the township 
board for action.

Rollover accident in 
Sumpter ejects two, 
injures one more 


Sumpter Township Police and Fire were 
dispatched to a single-vehicle, rollover 
accident at about 4:39 p.m., Tuesday, Oct. 
20, on Sumpter Road, north of Wear Road. 

Two of the three occupants of the vehicle 
were ejected, including the severely injured 
30-year-old male driver from Monroe who 
was flown to the University of Michigan 
Hospitals by U-M Survival Flight. 

A passenger, a moderately injured 21-year- 
old female from Monroe, was also ejected 
and was transported to St. Joseph Mercy 
Hospital by Huron Valley Ambulance. 

A second passenger, a 27-year-old male 
from Clayton, was also transported to St. 
Joseph Hospital by HVA. He had minor 
injuries and was the lone occupant not 
ejected from the vehicle. 

Sumpter Township Police Captain Eric 
Luke said the investigation has shown that 
the vehicle, a 2008 black Chevrolet Cobalt, 
was traveling northbound on Sumpter Road 
and lost control. 

The vehicle crossed over into the 
southbound lane and struck the ditch before 
going airborne and spinning several times 
on a vertical axis, ejecting the two.

Dawson’s 
wife Mary Jane said she kids him sometimes 
that he knows more about Fernando and 
his brother Oliver (who also fought in the 
Civil War) than he does some of his own 
relatives. 

Fernando W. Moon was a Union soldier, 
first librarian of Belleville (which was the 
second reading station in Wayne County), 
part owner of Moon-Cady Hardware, 
husband of Lydia E. (Fish) Moon, and father 
of Carrie (Moon) Cobb (who was married 
to Dr. Leonard Cobb).
